All 
shall be as you wish. SARAH.’’ 

It was only later that we learned 
the secret of her sudden change of 
view. 

I do not know when, exactly, 
Jean Richepin first met Sarah. He 
is still alive and could supplement 
this history very interestingly, if 
he chose, which he is unlikely to do. 

His life has been almost as fas- 
cinatingly adventurous and varied 
as Sarah's own. In his younger 
days he was a marvelous acrobat 


and athlete, and his handsome dark 


face, with flashing eyes, was topped 
by curly brown hair. 

In life and letters he was the 
fconoclast. When he graduated 
from an exclusive school in Paris 
he scandalized his former teachers 
and schoolmates by opening a fried- 
potato stand just outside the school 


of body he delighted in acrobatics, 
and finally joined a circus, where 
he was known as the ‘Hercules of 
the Fair.”’ 

From the cireus the young poet 
turned to the stage, becoming an 
actor and dramatist.

At that 
time Sarah’s great rival was Marie 
Colombier, a beautiful actress, who 
was in love with the writer, Bon- 
netain. . 

The battle between thes two 
artistes ‘was the talk of Paris. It 
came to a crisis when a book ap- 
peared ridiculing Sarah, under the 
signature of Colombier, and called 
“Sarah Barnum.” Barnum & Bai- 
ley’s American circus was in Paris 
at the time. 

Bernhardt retored with a volume 
of her own, entitled “Marie Pigeon- 
nier,” the style of the satire resem- 
bling Richepin’s own. ‘ 

But that was not enough. One 
evening the two actresses met un- 
expectedly at dinner. Sarah ran 
shrieking at her rival, chasing her 
around the table and out of the 
room. Soon after the disgraceful 


“Sarah Barnum” was suppressed by 


the police. 


Richepin and Bonnetain also had 
a set-to at the home of a friend. 
They were discovered in the kitchen, 
armed with meat knives, each 
threatening to cut the other to bits.
